areat social value. Indeed, they might say, he added, that one of the main 
functions of imitation was to afford an avenue for an individual to enter into 
the social life of those surrounding him. r Ihat was where the child who was 
brought up among other children came to differ most markedly when he was 
only brought up among adults. The child who was brought up among 
other children entered through his imitation of the other children into the 
traditions of child life. That was a most valuable aid to the normal and 
healthy growth of child character. Imitation, at that stage of life, was of 
enormous importance in fostering the development of sympathy. Speaking 
of intelligent imitation,* the Professor placed the age at which imitation with 
intent developed at from seven to ten months and a year. Imitation was a 
very valuable window through which one might peep into the soul and con- 
stitution of the child. As to its relation to originality, he was convinced 
that the best way to start people on original research was to make them go 
through the original research of some master, adopting his methods, perhaps 
slavishly, and thus gaining that touch which was essential in order that there 
might be a freer use of powers at a later stage. The third stage of imitation 
was where conduct of a real or an ideal person was imitated. They could not 
imitate an ideal conception, but there came in the function of the imagination. 
He felt sure that imitation was a form of mental development which was to 
be encouraged, helped, and made the best of in every possible way. Of 
course, the imitative tendency would lead both upwards and downwards.

With the aid of 
some beautiful photographic reproductions Miss Evans then dealt with a 
number of classic pictures in the National Gallery which she considered 
.suitable for pointing out specially to children. 

Surbiton. A well-attended meeting was held on Nov. 8th, at the Gables 

Theatre, Surbiton (by kind permission of Lady Cooper), with the object 
of forming a branch of the P.N.E.U., in Surbiton. The Rev. F. J . Woodhouse 
presided. Mrs. Franklin kindly came down from London to explain the 
aims and methods of the society, and its various activities. She laid stress 
on the growing demand for training and efficiency in every department of 
life, and deprecated an entire reliance on instinct in matters concerning the 
training of children. She, further, explained the history of the Union, and 
its present scope, also the various ways in which it brought parents into 
touch with all that was best for the welfare of their children. Dr. R. Langdon 
Down (of Normansfield, Hampton Wick), then proposed a motion to the 
effect that “a branch of the P.N.E.U. be formed for Surbiton and district, ” 
and spoke strongly in favour of scientific methods in the training of children. 
Mr. Stowell (Head Master of Kingston Grammar School), in seconding the 
motion, said that he specially welcomed the opening it gave for freer com 
munication between parents and teachers, whereby many misunderstandings 
might be avoided. The motion was then put to the meeting, and carried, 
and the proceedings ended with a vote of thanks to Mrs. Franklin. The 
new branch is to have its first lecture on Dec. 7th, from Miss Helen Webb.
